INTERNAL REVENUE Service is go­ 
ing all out this year to educate the public 
in what is still regarded by many as the 
mysterious ritual of income tax prepara­ 
tion. Under the revitalized r e g i m e of 
Commissioner T. Coleman Andrews, the 
service is attacking the problem on all 
fronts, ranging from high school instruc­ 
tion courses to a special telephone service 
to be provided until the March 15 deadline 
to answer relatively simple questions. 
For the more complicated problems the 
service will again have agents stationed in 
the larger post offices of the land, and 
businesses requesting it may have a rep­ 
resentative sent around to see them in ad­ 
vance. 
The Internal Revenue Service is a l s o 
utilizing a newspaper campaign and ra­ 
dio and television time to get its tax mes­ 
sage across to the greatest number of peo­ 
ple. 
Officials connected with income tax col­ 
lections seek to eliminate the fear and 
foreboding felt by many taxpayers in con­ 
nection with filling out returns. The anti­ 
dote to this is information which the de­ 
partment now is dispensing in generous 
doses. It is estimated that one of four tax­ 
payers files an innocently incorrect re­ 
turn, rectification of which costs the gov­ 
ernment a considerable sum. 
A little bit of tax knowledge at the prop­ 
er time, the service feels, will go a long 
way toward improving the economy a n d 
efficiency of its operation.

LAFF-A-DAY 


A COSTLY M IS T A K E 
AMERICA’S permanent military estab­ 
lishment, which needs the enlistment of 
hundreds of thousands of young men in 
the services as life careers, is in a carious 
situation. 
About 16,000 members of the Air Force 
Reserve Officers Training Corps will grad­ 
uate in June, but the Air Force says only 
half of them can be commissioned. This is 
despite the fact that the Air Force is ex­ 
panding. Presumably the Army and t h e 
Navy, which are shrinking, are in worse 
position to take on youths. 
On the other hand many youths go into 
the military services, find the opportuni­ 
ties and prestige not so good as in civilian 
life, 
and r esign. 
The morale factor i s 
one of the major problems of the armed 
services today. 
It would seem that two things might be 
done. One is to limit officer candidate 
classes to a size that it is known can be 
absorbed into the services. It is unwise to 
spend money training officers and then 
slam the door in their faces. 
The other would be to take action that 
will improve the morale of men in the 
services. This would include an effort to 
boost public regard for the uniform. It 


Having an allergy for questionnaires, I 
picked up one to which the Post Office De­ 
partment makes important reference. Ap­ 
parently the Wengel Service Corporation 
ot Princeton, New Jersey, asked the ques­ 
tions arid got the answers. Princeton is be­ 
coming the headquarters for all this ques­ 
tion and answer business. 
The question is: 
‘‘Do you think the Post Office Depart­ 
ment ought to lake in enough money from 
postage to pay 
all its costs, 
or is it all 
right if it doesn’t t a k e in enough to pay all 
its costs? 
The only sensible answer to the first 
part of the question is, yes. Nobody could 
give anv other answer. Of course, the Post 
Office should take in as much money as it 
can and every American would say, Amen. 
Nothing in this question says anything 
about how it should be done, by eliminat­ 
ing inefficiencies, by improving th e serv­ 
ice, b y e utting out out bad bookkeeping 
which loads expenses on the Post Office 
and t hat should go to other departments. 
Nothing is s aid about anything, 
except, 
do the c itizens want the Post Office to stop 
losing money? 
The second part of the question is really 
silly. It reads: 
“. . .is it all right if it doesn't take in 
enough to pay all its costs?” 
It is a kind cl quarrelsome, question: If 
you don’t want me to make money, what 
do you want me to do? It is a queer sort of 
question which nobody can really answer, 
although 14 per cent did say that it did not 
matter to them one way or the other. It is 
a little hard to convince some of our citi­ 
zen? that any branch of our government 
ought to pay its way. After all, nobody 
knows offhand of any d 
epartment 
that 
does. 
But to get back to questionnaires, this 
one is so loaded in one direction that it is 
like a Soviet election. The vote is Da undoer 
any circumstances. Precisely how do you 
say No! to the above question the way it 
is put. 
The statisticians report that 78 per cent 
of those who were asked questions replied, 
“Ought to take in enough.” How m a n y ) 
were asked? It says that they were in 200 
cities and towns as well as in all 48 states 
and the District of Columbia. But h o w 
many were sampled? Kinsey reached ab­ 
solutely conclusive beyond doubt conclu- j 
sions by sampling 5,940 women out of a na- j 
tion of 160.000.000 persons. 
Kinsey has indicated a new morality, a 
| new family system based on this t i n y 
sample. What sample did the Wengel Serv­ 
ice Corporation of Princeton, New Jersey, , 
1 use to decide that most Americans want 
the Post Office to raise its rates because it

DIET AND HEALTH 


Modern Public Health Program 
Makes Diphtheria a Rare III 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
DIPHTHERIA is know n as th e 
strangler of children. 
This very serious disease Is 
caused by bacteria, a n d spreads 
from one person to an o th e r in a 
highly contagious m a n n er. 
Its control becomes im p o rta n t 
for everyone because of Its con­ 
tagious n atu re. I t is no respecter 
of age or class, once it is allowed 
to develop. 


Slight Sore Throat ‘ 
T h e e a rly s y m p to m s a r e a 
slight sore th r o a t a n d a high 
tem perature. I t develops into a 
very toxic condition in which the 
p atien t 
m ay 
actually 
become 
prostrated. 
A grayish m e m b ra n e type of 
covering ap p e ars on th e th ro a t 
which m ay sm ell quite foul. T his j 
m em brane c a n spread to th e 
larynx or voice box an d even 
down to th e tra c h ea , cu tting off 
th e wind supply an d killing m any 
youngsters. 
D iphtheria is rare a t the pres­ 
e n t tim e because of th e m arvelous j 
preventive w ork t h a t physicians 
an d the public h e a lth authorities 
have done. T h is was accom plished 
in p a rt by w arn in g th e public 
t h a t im m unization of school chil­ 
dren is im p o rta n t in preventing 
diphtheria. 
The cases c a n n o t be kept at 
th e ir present low level unless the 


num ber of susceptible persons rn 
th e population is k ep t down to a 
m inim um . 
Booster Shots 
Not only should th e in fa n t be 
immunized, but re-en fo rcin g or 
booster shots should be given to 
th e child a t suitable intervals. 
Neglect of this can only lead to 
uifficu ‘y in control of th e disease. 
In European countries, th ere 
have been epidem ics an d o u t­ 
b re a k s of d i p h t h e r i a b ec a u s e 
th ere was a breakdow n in th e 
previously w ell-run 
im m u n iza­ 
tion program . 
M a n y c o m m u n i t i e s In t h e 
United States h ave 
been free 
from the disease for som e tim e 
because we have been careful not 
to relax in im m unizing our chil­ 
dren Let us continue to protect 
our children an d n o t gam ble w ith 
our good fortune. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs J. H.: W h a t are brown 
spots en th e skin, a n d w h a t can 
be done for th e m ? 
Ansv er: Brown spots are due 
to excessive p igm entation. O ften 
ti. se spots m ay be bleached out 
by the use of such o in tm en ts as 
am m o n iated m ercury. However, 
this should be done by a physician 
since th ere is d an g e r in th e use 
of bleaching o intm ents. 
This condition is n o t due to any 
difficulty with th e liver.

W A SH IN G TO N (^ - T h e

ment has reached a legal roadblock 
which has halted prosecution of six 
nu*n as draft evaders. It also said 
the number is likely to grow to 16 
and perhaps higher. 
The nub of the problem is the 
government’s unwillingness to pro­ 
duce in court actual F B I files on 
the men because it says the files 
j might disclose confidential infor- 
I mants or investigative techniques. 
The cases involve conscientious 
objectors who have refused to be 
drafted because of their religious 
belief. They're in 4 states—3 
in 
Montana, and I each in Virginia, 
Connecticut and Nebraska. 
In each case, U. S. district at­ 
torneys have attempted to prose- 
j cute the objectors on grounds they 
haven't shown that m ilitary serv­ 
ice is actually against 
their 
re­ 
ligious beliefs. 
The 
government, 
, however, has halted prosecution in 
each case because the presiding 
judges have ruled that F B I investi­ 
gative reports 
on 
the 
objectors 
must be shown to the objectors to 
assure a fair trial. 
In Ohio, IO cases are now before 
a judge who has told the Justice 
Department to produce 
the 
F B I 
files on the men involved or he will 
acquit them.
